R.A.F. Reports 5 Direct 
Hits on Italian Ships 


Cairo, Egypt, Doc. 16 <AP>—Five 
direct hits on a concentration of 
cruisers and destroyers in a British 
uir raid on the Italian port of N a­ 
ples Saturday night were reported 
today by un R A F. communique. 
It said two Italian battleships also 
were attacked in the raid, but did 
not claim any direct hits on them 
The five hits on the smaller war 
vessels, the communique said, re­ 
sulted in four “large explosions.” 
(An Italian communique adm it­ 
ted yesterday th a t one warship of 
medium tonnage was damaged and 
50 of its crew were killed or in­ 
jured and that a small motor sail­ 
boat was sunk in three British air 
attacks on Naples Saturday night.) 
H ie R A F communique said that 
one British bomber dumped its en­ 
tire load close to a battleship, and 
that bomb bursts caused fires on 
the jetty to which the big vessels 
were moored.

RAPS WRESTLING 
POINT SYSTEM 


Fans Will Need Add- 
ing Machines Says 
Coach Sheridan 


Bethlehem, Pa., Dec.: 10 (A P )- 
Bill Sheridan, coach 
of 
Lehigh’s 
eastern 
Intercollegiate 
wrestling 
champions, said 
today 
the 
new 
point-scoring 
system 
in 
college 
wrestling “won’t last long because 
wrestling followers will not stand 
for It.” 
“You cannot expect 
a wrestling 
fan to take 
an 
adding 
machine 
with him every time he goes to a 
match,” Sheridan declared in an 
interview. “Yet that is just what is 
necessary.” 
Under the new code started this 
year, a system of point scoring 
is 
substituted for the referee’s deci­ 
sion at the end of a 
bout. 
TI ic 
system credits a wrestler with two 
points for a take-down, two points 
for a reverse in position, one point 
for getting out from underneath, 
one point for each minute of time 
advantage up to two points, four 
points for a near-fall position, and 
five points for a fall. 
The referee 
signals to the scorers 
during the 
match. The points are then added 
up to determine the winner. 
“This system Is going to hang col­ 
lege wrestling,” Sheridan continued. 
"It is going to hinder wrestling in 
territories where the sport is now 
being built up. 
At Oklahoma A. 
and M. (a hotbed of wrestling) it 
has cut attendance in half, simply 
because the spectators don’t under­ 
stand what it is all about.” 
"I have opposed this point-scor­ 
ing system for years, but the big 
ten (western conference) 
coaches 
finally succeeded 
in 
Jamming 
it 
down the throat of the National 
association, x x x The big ten offi­ 
cials say the new rules are supposed 
to help the spectators, but wrestling 
In the big ten does not draw enough 
spectators to pay for the 
referee 
Illinois, where they held the 
n a­ 
tionals last year, threw in a floor 
show with a bevy of campus beau­ 
ties, but they didn’t draw 
enough 
spectators to take the chill off the 
gymnasium.” 
"The best wrestlers in the world 
are in American colleges. The past 
four Olympics were won by Ameri­ 
can teams and only two men. not 
trained in college, 
were 
able 
to 
make those teams. Why can’t they 
leave rules that get that kind of re­ 
sults alone?”

I RECENTLY read in one of my 
* books th at "loneliness has to be 
learned.” I thought a long time over 
th at statem ent, and perhaps the 
writer was right. Perhaps we do 
nave to learn loneliness—at least to 
bear it, until we have learned—to 
rise above it. 
We do not have to be alone to 
be lonely. We can be lonely in a 
crowd. We can be lonely in an in ­ 
vited company. We can be lonely 
writh the one person we look upon 
as our best friend. Loneliness is a 
thing of the spirit. We can be all 
alone, and yet not be lonely. 
It is when contact is broken be­ 
tween, us and th a t which nourishes 
our spirit th a t we become lonely. 
I do not believe th a t the person 
exists who does not get lonely now 
and then. G reat men and women 
get lonely. They tread high planes 
and they find themselves far in 
front of the cause for which they 
strive. In union there is strength. 
True enough. But th at union must 
be made up of strong men. Then 
there is power. 
One is not lonely among those 
of his kind, whose hearts vibrate to 
his own. People who are mutually 
agreeable do no explaining. 
And 
neither of two people is lonely in 
the company of the other. 
John Muir never seemed happier 
than when alone among his be­ 
loved m ountains and friends of the 
forest. 
He 
would 
spend 
m onths 
there—even in the dead of Winter. 
He even seemed able to interpret 
the languages of the glaciers. 
One of the best antidotes against 
loneliness is an interest—or, better 
still, a score or more of interests. 
A good hobby, perhaps. A devotion 
to books. Or, being wrapped up in 
mind and effort in some worthy 
cause. People who keep busy rarely 
get lonely. Even their spiritual lone 
liness is nourished. 
The loneliest people in this world 
are those who live with no purpose, 
with no objective, or perspective 
upon life, and who daily bemoan 
their fate. Fate can be conquered 
just like any other ghost, or bogy! 
You don’t have to be lonely. You 
can decide not to be!

An Elector Bolted 


(In 1796) He “Chuse” 
Jefferson in Place 
of Adams 


W ashington, Dec. 
16 
(AP)—Al­ 
though President Roosevelt's third I 
term victory is a m atter of history, 
the law of the land made it incum ­ 
bent on th a t ancient though little 
known 
institution — the 
electoral 
college—to meet today and make it 
official. 
Members of the college will cast 
their ballots, as directed by the 
Constitution, at sessions held in the 
48 
state 
capitals. 
The 
electoral 
votes will then be forwarded here 
by registered mail and congress will 
go through the formality of count­ 
ing these returns on January 6. 
Officially Not Re-elected Yet 
President Roosevelt was re-elect­ 
ed November 5 last by 449 electoral 
votes to 82 for Wendell L. Willkie. 
Tile President’s popular vote was 
27,241.939; Willkie s 22.327,226. 
Presumably each 
elector would 
vote according to the m ajority as 
expressed in the popular vote In 
each state which elected him, but 
nothing would prevent an elector 
from casting his vote for the losing 
candidate. 
This actually happened 
once—in 
1796—when 
a 
federalist 
elector bolted in Pennsylvania and 
voted for Thom as Jefferson instead 
of John Adams. 
The latter won 
by three votes. 
A voter of that 
state, protesting, explained: 
"W hat? Do I chuse Samuel Miles ; 
to determ ine for me whether John J 
Adams or Thomas Jefferson shall 
be president? No, I chuse him to 
act, not to think.”
